Tbe Decision in the iNoueta Case^ / 

Hia Lordabip tlie Chief Justice wilh wbora 
■at Capts. Dawkins and Price, R. N"., ren- 
dered the decision yeslerday In ihe well- 
knowD malter of tbe ebip Moncla. The euit, 
as alreadj Icdowd, vaa one of pairage claimed 
by the owoets of Ibe stoamer Isabel as 
Bgainat the ship Muoela. By ooDBent ol all 
parties, 8350O waa paid into Court, sabject 
to its control. His Loidsbip btiefly detailed 
the oiroQmBtances of the onee, wbiob he eaid 
wore very siiople, and it waa not ueoesaary 
to go into an elaboralion of the facts. The 
Isabel olai mad aboat tliG half o! what tbe 
dJiip was worlh, ivliioh was resibted by ihc 
WonetH. It was ndrailted by all parlies 
that the services rondeied were sftlvage 
aorvioes, aad whicb arc nlwoya considerably 
mora than the actual sarvicoa givao. Tbe 
value of tbe JUoneta waa abont Sl&,0O0, that 
of tbe steamer 820)000, nbioh has to be 
taken into account ia lelatloD to the case. It 
ia alao allowable to take ioto coDBidetalion, 
tfaat aa'a^'steatQer (the Isabel) a larger 
'amoaot .ia'allowed tbaa to a sailing Teasel. 
Hla Lordship said bis opinioD ma giVen in 
_ coniunction wltb bis brethren Captains Price 
and Dawkins, both geDtlemen of high expo- 
rienoe and high qaalificaliODS, It was their 
opioioD that tbe olaim waa very much over- 
eitimated and Ihe services readered overrated. 
It did not follow that tba Mooeto could not 
bave been saved iritboDt the aid of the 
•teamer ; oihef meacs could bave been 
adopted to get her to a place of secnrity. 
They were of opinion that notbing more than 
aa ordinary amount of akill and couruge 
weta J displayed by tbe saWori, Having 
done good aeivips, a, liberal amoant of sal- 
vage, viz:, 81000, wdiild be given to tbe 
■alvors, and tba Monefa to bear the costs 
tbrooghoat. At oo^ time an oBer of S2o00 
was made, carefully hedged io and nitboat 
prejudice; the bearing of that with reference 
to cratB bad a Eaeania^. The Coart con- 
deraned tbe coursa sought to be pursued by 
tbe Moaeta, in her attempt to gel away alter 
that the oiler had been reluaed. The Court 
al;o had do doubt that Pamphlet ssaa the 
captain of tie vessel at the time, 

In reply to Mr McCrcight Ilia Lori'ahip 
Btaled that the expense of going after tbe 
MonetEk would be an autsidQ matter and one 
of subsequeat inquiry. It hud not escaped 
bit ^.notioe. Two thirds of Ibe asnount of 
aalrage, or $750, would go to tbe ovroers of 
the steamer ; half of tba remaioing third to 
Gapti. Pamphlet and Dsveresax— $75 and 
950 reapeotively— and tbe lemaining balf of 
one-ttiitd, or'SISS, to be divided amongst tbe 
Ctevr in proportion to rate of wages.
